WHETHER INCOME T A X 


RATES WILL BE HIGHER 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—W— 


Washington Is wondering if income 
tax rates are to be higher next year. 
Prospective expenditures for the 
next fiscal year are already estl- 
matted to exceed the total govern- 
ment revenue expcted within that 
priod. From present Indications, in 
fact, the nation faces the threat of 
a deficit on July 1, 1931. 


The one per cent reduction In 
taxes on incomes of 1929, those paid 
this year, was a temporary mea- 
sure only. It took the form of a 
joint congressional 
resolution, In- 
steady of the usual tax revision 
measure, and, unless action is tak- 
en to prolong its life, the rates on 
incomes of 1930 will revert to the 
level of those of 1928. 
Treasury officials are watching 


the situation closely, but decline to 
express on opinion on whether the 
reduction can be extended. A final 
decision will-be reached in the fall. 


In his budget message of last De- 


cember, President Hoover estimat- 
ed the fiscal year 1931 would close 
with a surplus of $122,788,966. Since 
then, the Spanish war pensions bill, 
approved over his veto, has added 
$75,000,000 to prospective expendi- 
tures and the expenses of the farm 
board now are set at $100,000,000 
more than was then expected. 
The total government 
revenue 


was then figured at $4,225,000,000 
for the rlscal year. 
Already con- 


gressional appropriations for the 
year, although they have not been 
totaled officially, are said to exceed 
that amount.

East Seminole, St. Louis, 
Allen (Wilcox), East Little Rriver, 
Earlsboro Townsite and Sasakwa 
pools. Under present proration or- 
ders these pools have been allow- 
ed an output of 70 per cent of 
their potential flow. 


The combined potential yield of 
the 16 pools for July is figured 
at 301,945 barrels and the allow- 
able production at 201,297 barrels. 
For August the potential Is set 
at 290,861 barrels and the allow- 
able figure at 193,907 barrels. The 
jv!lgures for September are 282,604 
l( barrels and 188,401 barrels.

week the allowable production of 
the east and south Earlsboro pools 
will be 33 1-3 per cent; that of 
the Konawa and Asher pools 25 
per cent and that of the Okla- 
homa City pool 25 per cent as a 
maximum.

Byrd's Boat Slips 
Into Harbor at Dawn 


NEW 
YORK, June 19.— (#) — 
Home at last from 
a 
sixteen 


month voyage of exploration to 
the bottom of the world, Rear 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd and his 
comrades slipped into New York 
harbor at 
dawn 
today to 
find 
a 
triumphal welcome 
awaiting 


them. 


The Bark City .of New York, 
with Byrd aboard, floated abreast 
of quarantine at 4:07 a. m. (E. 
S. T.), with the first rays of a 
ruddy 
sun which dispelled 
the 


fog that had held the vessel out- 
side the harbor since before mid- 
night. 


Awaiting the-Byrd ship at quar- 


antine were the Eleanor Boiling, 
the other vessel of' the Anarctic 
expedition, which had arrived last 
night, and a host of craft gath- 
ered to escort the two barks of 
the exploring party on a gala 
procession up the bay. 


The fog faded as tne sun rose 


higher, but a gentle haze which 
hung over the harbor foretold a 
boiling day for the welcome New 
York has planned for Byrd and 
his mates. 


Airplanes banked and shuttled 


overhead, private and commercial 
watercraft flanked the Byrd ships 
in irregular rows, and from the 
lower tip of Manhattan 
the of- 
ficial welcoming squadron of the 
City of New York, including on 
this occasion the municipal boats 
Macom, Riverside and 
Manhat- 


tan, started down the bay with 
bands blaring and flags waving to 
greet the explorer and his party 
in the name of the city from 
which 
they 
departed 
almost 
a 
year and a half 
ago for the 
Antarctic. 


Rear Admiral Byrd left Quaran- 


tine ,in lower New York harbor, 
shortly before 10 a. m. (E. S. T.)

He was aboard the municipal 
tug Macom, escorted by two other 
city tugs ,a private yacht, three 
city patrol boats and a host of 
gaily decorated smaller craft.

NEW RATE SCHEDULES 


(By The Associated Press.) 


A new tariff law was put 


into effect by the United 
States today and internation- 
al reaction to it was reflect- 
ed in actual retaliation in 
kind by one government, 
consideration by two others 
of measures of reprisal and 
condemnation from the 
press of 
several nations. 


Automatically with the effective- 
ness of 
1112 new rate schedules 
contained 
In 
the Hawley-Smoot 


tariff bill, Canada's countervailing 
duties became operative, 
placing 
higher duties on a dozen commodi- 
ties imported from 
the 
United 
States. 


These duties, which are includ- 


ed in that government's May 1 bud- 
get, are applied on the principal 
that the Canadian tariff shall be 
as high on articles coming from 
other countries as the rates those 
countries levy against the same 
commodities from Canada. 
The Belgian 'cabinet discussed the 


new law and then des.ided that any 
retaliatory measures should' await 
conferences with other European 
countries; while the Spanish gov- 
ernment studied requests that it 
break the existing modus Vivendi 
with the United States as a pro- 
test. 


In Havanna, the newspaper, El 
Mundo, attacking the new tariff 
measure as unjust, says it will de- 
stroy the friendship between Cuba 
and the United States. 


The Paris Petit Bleu advocates 


boycotting of American products 
in France.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—(JP)~ 


The Hawley-Smoot tariff law be- 
came effective today and imposed 
upon the customs service the task 
of putting its 1122 new rate sched- 
ules into operation overnight. 


Technically, the new statute be- 


came law at migdnlght last night, 
but its provisions 
could not be 
made applicable until the opening 
at eight this morning of customs 
offices at the various ports of en- 
try. 


Actually, the new rates were op- 


erative against all 
cargoes 
for 


which declarations had not been 
filed at the close of business yes- 
terday, regardless of whether the 
ships carrying them had reached 
port sooner. 


Sixteen customs experts from all 


sections of the country were called 
here by the treasury department 
to study the act and formulate reg- 
ulations for its enforcement. Or- 
dinarily this process 
has taken 


from a year to eighteen months. 


The treasury however anticipat- 
ed little difficulty and 
predicted 


the tariff law of 1930 would be 
operating smoothly under complet- 
ed regulations within ninety days. 


Copies of the bill were mailed 


on Sunday to officials of the for- 
ty-nine customs districts. These in- 
cluded Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico 
and the Virgin islands, which are 
expected to have some difficulty 
in checking shipments for a few 
days, 


Tariff Commission. 
With the bill signed by President 


Hoover and on the statute books, 
Washington looked forward today 
to the reorganization of the tariff 
commission for which it makes pro- 
vision.

The principle ia that the Cana- 


dian tariff shall be as high on 
an article 
coming from another 


country as the rate that country 
levies against the same commod- 
ity entering from Canada. 
Potatoes particularly will be af- 


fected by the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
and the consequent application of 
the countervailing tariff by Can- 
ada. 
Canada shipped to the Unit- 
ed States for fiscal year ended 
March 31 last, potatoes 
to the 


value of $1,173,179. Potatoes went 
to United States from Canada un- 
der a tariff of 50c per cwt. Last 
year United States potatoes came 
into Canada free. Under the new 
tariffs the barrier both ways will 
be 75 cents per hundred pounds. 
Flour, grain, cattle, meats, eggs 
and butter are among the other 
commodities affected by the new 
tariff wall.

Former Senator Jos- 
eph S. Frelingftuysen, advocate of 
modification of the liquor laws and 
federal control of liquor traffic, ran 
third. John A. Kelly, who sought 
the nomination as "the original wet 
Republican," was a poor fourth. 
Kelly was Morrow's only opponent 
for the short term. 


With 313 of the state's 3304 dis- 


tricts missing the vote was, Mor- 
row, 358,736; 
Franklin 
W. Fort, 


105,038; Joseph H. Frelinghuysen, 
41,896. 
Morrow will be opposed for elec- 


tion next fall by Alexander Simp- 
son, wet Democrat, who was nomi- 
nated for the six-year term withut 
opposition and for the unexpircd 
term of former Senator Walter E. 
Edge by. Miss Thclma Parkinson, 
the only Democratic candidate for 
that term. 


Nomination Conceded. 


Fort arid Frelinghuysen conceded 


Morrow's nomination a few houis 
after the polls closed and early re- 
turns indicated an emphatic vic- 
tory for the ambassador. Both sent 
telegrams congratulating him on 
his victory and pledging their sup- 
port in the fall election. 


The returns indicated that Mor- 


row had carried many of the dry 
rural districts from which 
Fort 


was expecting his chief strength. 


Ambassador Morrow sat quiotly 


in his Englewood home, reading 
Herodotus while the vote indicating 
his victory were 
being counted. 


He refused to comment; saying he 
would wait until tne complete vote 
was tabulated.

He expressed great pride in the 


vote given him by his neighbors in 
Englewood.

Morrow opened his campaign May 


15 with an address in which 
he 


declared that if elected he 
would

termine their policy toward the li- 
quor traffic. 
He said; 


"I look forward to the time when 


the old leaders in the temperance 
movement will appreciate that they 
have not reached a final solution of 
a world-old problem by the present 
Eighteenth amendment. 


"I look to the time when 
the 


moral teachers of the country will 
realize that in the battle for a great 
aocial reform.there was wisdom in 
the old system of experimenting in

During his campaign he visited 


every county in the state but made 
only three prepared addresses. One 
of these was devoted to a discus- 
sion of the London naval treaty 
which he helped draw up as a del- 
egate to the recent London confer- 
once.

publication in full In advance of 
delivry. 


The passage In the speech to 


which Mr» Insull was undei-stood 
particularly to have taken excep- 
tion read: "I know of no other 
manufacturing industry where the 
sale of the product to the great 
mass of consumers is fifteen times 
the actual cost of production of 
the article sold." 


Mr. Sackett's speech was writ- 


ten several days ago and copies 
sent to the press to be held for 
release. "With arrival of the dele- 


gates to the world power confer- 
ence Mr. Sackett read it to sev- 
eral of his friends amon.g them 
Oscar C. Merrill, chairman of the 
American delegation. 


Word of the contents of the ad- 


dress was carried to Mr. Insull 
who approached the ambassador 
and suggested that perhaps 
the 


speech seemed a bit controversial 
for delivery upon this particular 
occasion. 
Mr. Sackett after 
con- 


sideration agreed that it might be 
interpreted as presumptions for a 
non-delegato 
speaker—no matter 


how well informed—to voice such 
frank criticism. 
The embassy then informed the 


press to hold up the text inas- 
much 
as 
corrections would 
be 


forthcoming. 
Meanwhile 
Mr. In- 


sull's action became known among 
other American delegates and con- 
siderable talk developed, 
of which the ambassador 
ccption. 


He then rescinded his previous 


action and let it be known he 
would deliver the speech as ori- 
ginally planned and authorized its 
immediate 
publication. 
Mr. In- 


sull would not comment on the 
occurrence. 


Tho address, after calling atten- 


tion to alleged discrepancies

price of power, was a plea for ad- 
justment of these differences.

States district court handed 
down a decision sustaining 
orders of Interstate Com- 
merce Commission authoriz- 
ing lower freight rates to Texas 
ports on commodities originating 
in Texas, Oklahoma and Southern 
Kansas1, where the distance to New 
Orleans is 25 per cent greater than 
to Texas ports. 


The case wag styled Texas & Pa- 


cific Railway Company and the 
Louisiana & Arkansas Railway 
Company vs. the United States. 


Judges Hutheson and Grubb, of 


the three-judge court that consid- 
ered the case, held that; the com- 
plaint of the plaintiffs was with- 
out equity and should be dismiss- 
ed. Judge Foster, third member of 
the court, dissented. 


New Orleans interests were ex- 


pected to take an appeal to the su- 
premo court in which case finql de- 
cision would not be likely before 
fall or early next year. 


Rates in line with the interstate 


commerce decision were suspended 
by the railways in 1927 at request, 
of the commission pending a court 
decision. 


Judge Foster Dissent*. 


Tn his dissenting opinion, Judge 


Foster held order of the commis- 
sion should be set aside. 


The railways hp.d asked that or- 


ders of commission in the 
case 


should be enjoined. 


"It seems p.lain to us," the ma- 


pority held, "that where the com- 
mission has in a painstaking and 
careful way regarded and consid- 
ered all of tha facts and "circum- 
stances provided for abolition, not 
only of all the discrimination,, but 
only that part of it which finds it 
to be undue by allowing the rates 
to New Orleans, where they do not 
exceed 25 per cent of the 'distance 
to Galveston to still remain 
the 


same aR to-'Galveaton, but this court 
has no authority to substitute Us 
own administrative judgment as to 
how inuch more or how much less 
distance would be undue in case 
of this kind." 


Judge Foster, dissenting, said: 
"The rates which the order of 


the commission changes have been 
in effect for years notwithstanding 
which Galveston has held for her 
own and Houston has grown 
im- 


measurably. There fs no doubt as 
affecting division or rates longer 
haul constitutes additional service, 
but as affecting shipper seeking to 
move hig goods to and from sea- 
board within 
reasonable 
limits 


which do not see mot be exceeded 
in thig case it is immaterial." 


Judge Foster'^ Views. 


Judge Foster said it was evident 


the commission did not base Its or- 
der merely on additional length of 
haul, "but took into consideration 
superior natural advantages of New 
Orleans and its greater facilities as 
a port. 


"It is conceded plantiff 
carries 


import and export traffic as a prof* 
it and without any undue burden 
on traffic," Judge Foster said. "It 
Is reasonably certain, on the other 
hand, if forced to inaugurate high- 
er rates to New Orleans than to 
Texas ports, none of which 
they 


will reach over 
their own lines, 


their revenue will suffer greatly 
through loss of tonnage. I fail to 
see how plaintiffs can be guilty of 
undue preference to New Orleans 
or undue prejudice to Texas ports 
by charging same rjites to both."

All of the sub-agencies and 
divisions will be able to make im 
mediate advances to the farmers. 


The associations

Winters stated that the govern- 


I ment would also class cotton for 
non-members at a nominal charge 
'of 25 cents per bale, but that cot- 
1 ton would bo marketed only

members of the associations. 


He declared that the consolida- 


tion of all of the marketing agen- 
cies would bo a distinct advantage 
to the farmers, through the elim- 
ination of hard competition which 
the farmer had always supported 
in the past.
